Everything Running Smoothly.

Tt is now nearly three months since
the strike waa inaugurated on the Bur-
lington rond. During all this tilme the
public has been repeatedly assured by
the managers of this grent rmilway that
Yaverything was all rlght,” while the
continued inerense of wrecks and colli
gions goes to show that everything lsall
wrong.

As Thre BEE previously stated, the
public was willing to give the Burling-
ton n chance to man its engines, but it
was not disposed either to exact or de-
mand imposeibilitios, The people were
in sympathy with the steiking engi-
noers, yot they conceded to the com-
pany the right to reject thele sorvices
—at the same time demanding compe-
tont men for their places. While
mashed and broken engines are being
hauled to the shops in great numbers,
and freight and poassenger cars are
splintered and strown along the line of
the B, & M., newspapors, whose favora-
ble editorinl opinions have been se-
cured, are filled with faming advertise-
ments announcing that “the service is
agnin perfect, as though nothing had
happened,”

Tne Bes only recently called the at-
tention of the public to the fact that
the railway officials are decelving the
publie¢ through fnlse pretenses and will-
ful exaggerations regavding the com-
patency of their new engineers and the
general condition of their rond. For
thirty days after the strike there were
.more accidents in fTowa and Nebraskn
on the Burlington lines than had oc-
curred during the twenty years of that
company’s existence.

The accounts published recently reln-
tive to the stupid and blundering em-
ployes of the Burlington road show that
the decrense in aceldents i8 not notice-
able, while an increase is perceptible.
As wa have before stated, some of theseé
accidents are not of nserious nature, re-
sulting only in loss of yolling stock and
locomotives, but others ¢ited from time
to time have been calumitous, involving
loss of life and destruetion of publie and
private property.  Yet it is all of pub-
li¢ concaorn,

The duties and rasponsibilities of the
Burlington rond to the public are
plain, It need not be assumed that
tho people will always tolerate as-
surances that the rona is safe. when
to rde over it is an extra hazardons
risk, If their only.excuse for the mul-
tiplicity of accidents is the fact that
their wretched facilities nccessitate
them, then the sooner they admit the
fact of general incompetency, the bettor
for all concerned,

If the Burlington eompany had not
had ample time to perfect its serviece, it
should acknowledge it. The people be-
lieve that its present woeful condition
will romain unchanged and continue
nnd intensify until competent and
skilled men supplant the “*scabs’ now
attempting to man their engines.

Democratic Oonfidence.

The demoeratic managers are making
told professions of confidence in the
party’s success next November. Feel-
ing entively sure of the one hundred
and (ifty-three votes of the solid south,
they claim to have no doubt of their
ahility to secure the other forty-cight
necessary to the election of their candi-
dntes. Nor do they stop at this., In
their sanguine anticipntions they per-
mit themselves to believe that there is
an equal chance of thedemocracy earry-
ing states which are reckoned as cer-
tainly republican—such, for examples. ns
Michigan and 1llineis. It is an open
seeret that Postmaster General Dickin-
son has been for some time past sowing
in his state the seed that is expected
to bring forth a democratic harvest
in November that will fully justify his
appointment to the cabinet., and his
designation as  perhaps the chiel
lieutenant of the president in conduct-
ing the administration’s worle in the
oampaign. The nomination of My,
Fuller for chief justice is now believed
to have had reference to stimulating
democratic energy and confidence in
Ilinois, and it seems to have had that
effect. Numerous loaders are manifest-
g an eager anxiety to bear aloft the
gubernatorial standard, as if they
sconted vietory in the air. There nre
one or two other states steadily counted
as surely vepublican which  the
democratic managers are disposed to
clnss as doubtful,

It is o part of the business of
political mnnagers not to  be
diflident about assuming possibilities.
It may do some good, and is neyer lilely
to work any harm, DBul whnt is there
to woarrsnt democratic confidence in
enrrying any northern state, presuming
always that the national republiean con-
vention will act wisely in the choice of
its candidates? The party is not har-
monious in New York, and there is ex-
cellent veason Lo believe that therve aro
thousands of democrals in that stato
who will not vote for Me. Cleveland.
It is true that the Hill influence 18 no
longern muiter o be feared by the
president so fur as the nomination is
coneerned, but it by no means follows
that it will not be felt in the eloction.

But it this be left entirely
out of econsideration there are othoer
reasons why it I8 not probable

that Mr. Cleveland ean commund tho
full demovratio support of the Empire
state. These reasons should be equally
oparative in New Jersey, and as to
Connecticut there can be no doubt that
with the right man at the head of the
ropublican tickel the plurality of less
than thirteen hundred which My, Cleve-
land had can easily be overcome, In-
dinna, in view of the deplorable record
mude by the democreats of that state in
the last two years, s well a8 by roason
of the existing factionnl sutagonisms
there, ought to go republican in No-
vember by at least as lurge o plurality
ns was given to Garficld in 1880, These
are tho states now reckoned doubtful,

of democratic confidence appears vx-
coedingly Inadequste aud uucortain.
There is ludeed pot wuch of il beyood
the solid south asnd My, Clevelsud's
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tuck, and the latter may prove to bo ¢x-
hausted,

But as we have sald, a great
deal depends upon the wigdom shown
by the national rpepublican con=
vention in  the selection of i
eandidatos. Not every one of those
named as a possible candidate oan
enrry the doubtful states necessary (o
rapublican success. Some one of them,
there la every reason to believe, can,
It will be the great duty of the national
convention to seleot this one.

Mr. Foller's Chances,

The expoctation that Mr. Fullor
would be prompily confirmed as chiof
justice of the supreme court seems
likely to ba disappointed. Washington
dispatches state that there will proba-
bly be no action taken on his nomina-
tion at the present sossion of the senate,
Tt hins been discoverad that Mre. Fuller
has a considerable politieal record, and
that it is not free from circumstonces
which, to the minds of the republican
members of the senate judiciary com-
mittee, render an investigation proper
and desirable. The matter hns there-
fore been referred to a sub-committes,
which is allowed totake its own time to
report. Doubtless My, Faller will find it
unnecessary to haston the closing up of
his business affairs in Ilinois, prepara-
tory to taking up his permanent rosi-
dence nt the national enpital,

The matiers to be investigated are al-
leged to have occurred when My, Fuller
was a member of the Illinois legisln-
ture in 1863—the “‘copperhead” logisla-
ture which was dispersed by Governor
Yates, and which was succceded in the
following yvear by o republican general
assembly. Tt appears trom the record
that Mr, Fuller was a prominent advo-
cate and supported by his vote numer-
ous resolutions hostile to the govern-
ment and condemnatory of the policy
then being pursued by the national au-
thorities, He is chagged with having
cnunciated at that time very sirong

state rTights views, and with hav-
ing sanid ana  done other things
which c¢gused him to be then re-

gavided as npronounced**copperhend. It
is also alleged that he wns mixed up
with some schemes before the legisla-
ture in n way not creditable to his in-
tegrity.

All these allegations have heen laid
before the senate judiciary committee,
and the sub-committee will investigate
them. Although the legislative carcer
of Mr. Fuller was brief, it occurred a
quarter of a ecentury ago, and it is there-
fore likely to take some time to get at
all the facts and verify such of the
charges as are true. It is undoubtedly
the duty of the committee having
charge of the nomination to do this.
No good citizen can desire that a man
shall be elevated to the highest judicinl
position in the country whose record is
not above reproach, Mr. Fuller himself
must desire that the allegations shall
be fully investigated, if he is a
man possessed of those superior quali-
ties that have been claimed for him.
The charges of implied corruption he
should certainly desire an opportunity
to disprove. if he can do so, whilo as to
his politieal conduct he will very likely
not be unwilling to defend it, if defense
be required. It would seem that this is
the only matter which the senate can
legitimately investigate, and 1t is a
question how mueh weight should be
given to the utterances of an obscure
democratic member of a legislature,
made in the exeiting peviod of twenty-
five years ago, and which it seems had
no ill-conseguences, It is to be remem-
bered that there were men at that
period not democrats who favored a
policy that would bring  peace
and who doubted the constitution-
ulity of the emancipation proclamation,
while as to the doctrine of state rights
it has censed to be a political bugbear.
A republican supreme court has done
more in behalf of that doctrine than
was accomplished in all the yoars he-
fore its time. Nothing in the history
of the supreme court since the war, and
particularly within the past few years,
has been more conspicuous than its as-
sertion of state vights, and it has cov-
ored the ground so thovoughly that
there would seem to be little danger of
these rights being hervealter imperillad.

What is to be hoped for in this mat-
ter is that there will be no obstaeles
put in the way of the confirmation of
Me., Fuller that shall appear to have
merely o partisan motive. It is proper
that his  political  record be
investigated, but not in a captious spirit,
The cuse is wholly different from that
of Lamar, who put forth his best efforts
for the destruction of the government,
Of one thing »e may be certuin, while
we must have democreats nominated to
the supreme bench it will be almost im-
poasible Lo find one who was politically
netive twenty-live years ago that did
not hold views hostile to the govern-
ment. It was because they held such
views that they were enabled to be po-
litieally active nt that time,

It requires no smull amount of so-
phistry 1o enuble the mugwumps to
cover up to their own satisfaotion the
shortcomings of Mr, Cleveland in rela-
tion o civil service reform, but they do
not hesitate to froely employ it. No
one of them is more thoroughly nt home
in this than Mr, George Willinm Cup-
tis, as wns again shown in his last ad-
dress before the civil service reform
pssocintion, of which he is president.
The effort to make a parallel between
the experiences of Grant and Cleve-
land in enforcipg eivil service reform,
in order to excuse the latter, may be
ingenious, but it is not convincing,
With Grant the relorm was a new
thing, yet it made progress, and it
steadily advanced under subsequent re-
publican presidents, operating equally
everywhere that it was required to be
applied. But underCleveland, whowent
into office with strong protestations of
devotion to the policy, the veform hos
deteriorated, while it has been spplied,
ns the New York Post some time ago
sunid, on the “logal option™ plun., Wher-

He Talks About Cleveland and Civil
Hervice Reform,

New Youx, May 8—[Special Telegram to
Tue Bre.|—In his remarks at the annual
meeting of the Civil Service Reform associa-
tion last night, George Willlam Curtis said:
“There is ong thing to be borne in mind in
agcertaining the comparative  position of
President Cleveland toward civil-service re
form, and that is & contrast of men. Grant
and Mr. Clevelund showed this distinetion—
that Grant left a ploan line of retreat from
civil-service reform, If he c¢hose to abacdon
it, while Mr, Cleveland has made no mention
of such n possibility, General Grant, in
1871, deelared that unless congress inter-
fored, the rules he had made rogurding eivil
sorvice would remaln in force. At the opening
of congress in 1874 only three years luter, he
sald, In pursuance of this licy, that if
congress should f!ﬂe to mp -.‘ appropris-
tions ho would take it as an indieation that
congress did not np&wum of civil service rulus
and he would abandon them. Congress did re-
fuse to make approprintions and Genoral
Grant did abhundon his eivil service reform
wlicy. Mr. Cleveland has lald no obvious
ine of revreat. Both of these presidents
have yielded to the pressure of their parties,
Both of them failed to estimate the pressure
to be brought upen them, Both may have
honestly belloved in principles of civil servico
reform and have earnestly desired 1o soe
them put in practice, and yet both failed o
receive the support of their parties,”

To the Editor of Tne Brr: As Iam
the state secrotary for Nebraska of thy
Irish National league of America, I da:
#ire to place on record my earnest pros
test against the attitude assumed to-
wards the rocent papal decree on the
subject of the “Plan of campaign® by
some prominent Irishmen and Irishe
Americans.

I protest against the expression, “Wa
will not take our politics from Rome."

These words are foolish, Thoy ox«
press o disloyal spirit towneds the pope.
They are u dishonor to Ireland.

The words are foolish bhecause the
vatican decree of 1870, clearly dofinos
the teaching authority of the pope. He
ig infalliblo only whon tonching, ex-ca«
thedra, the universal chureh, in faith
and morals,

This decree does not call for assent in
political mutters therefore it is foolish
for any men to say  “they will not take
their polities from Rome,™

The words are an expression of n dis.
loyal spirit because we eannot, even it
we would, overlook the fact that the dos
ereo comes from the viear of God.
What does the decrce contain? Simpt
a publicrearffimation of what is requirec
by the commaud of God *“*Thou shal't
not steal.,” The decree manifestly hing
reference 1o o hypothetical ense, is an
answer to an _ abstract proposition, put
by the British goverment. It does not
apply to the real case in point,

The natural law romains, As Car-
dinal Manning has pointed out, in a re-
cent paper, the natural 1 aw is divine
and supreme and before it the positive
command of God gives way.

A very learned American writer has
placed on record, **that ull men hava
the natural right to defend their lives
and the goods necessary for living,
against an unjust aggressor, even hy
taking the life of the unjust aggressor,
if that be the necoessary and the only
means of saving them.’

England and
Scotland chose to say, *'Wuo will show
our independence and exorcise our pri-
vale g‘u: gment by going over totho
side of the big hatlalions, of wealth and
fashion.

The answer of Ireland may be ex-
Pl'usﬁcll in these words: They spit in the
ace ol the world of wealth and fashion
and said to Henry “*We will see you
dumned first,”

For that prineiple Ireland has suf-
fored. T.et us not dishonor the mar-
tyred dend. Now you see how Lthey
showed their independence. Lot us do
the same. 1 have learned from my
mother and granomother the accounts
given to them by their intimate friend,
the great Daniel O'Connell, of the
heroie sacrifices mude by thousands of
yoor women in the famine of 1847,
muiel O'Connell told them hom pro-
selytisers went around through the
fields and wherever they met o poor
woman who had lain down to die with
her little bube in her nrms they suid Lo
ber “If you will renounce the
pope  and  take  the Bibla  we
will give you soup and bread to save
yourselves and your little ones. The poor
woman answerad: “God forgive you.'
That was not in the *“dark ages” I
